or as made of God to us Redemption; and 
the Anſwer at preſent I offer is, That we 
are to improve Chriſt for Redemption, by 
viewing in him to what End, and by what

2. By what Means? Anſw. By the Blood

tion we are in Bondage and Captivity ; in 


Bondage, (i.) to the Power of Sin, and to 


the Puniſnment of Sin: To the Power of 
Hand hence Sins are ealled Chains, and 


Ferters, and Bands, and it is called the 
Law of Sin and Death; to the Puniſhment 


of Sin, and hence the Sinner Heart is full 


dot Fear naturally; hy, the Philiſtines are 
upon us, yea, the Devil is upon us, yea, 
the Wrath of God is upon us, and his Fa- 


vour is departed from us; we ate condem- 


ned already. O the miſerable Condition 
of every Man by Nature! Whatever be his 


eee Privileges, he is the Slave of Sa- 


dan. 
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tan. This ſpiritual Slavery is indeed inde- 
ſcernible; many, as Leviathan, ſport them- 
ſelves in the Waters of ſinful Pleaſures, and |} 
think that the only End of their Being, not 

knowing that they are Captives. (2.) To 
the Juſtice of God, to which they owe Mil- 
lions of Talents, which cannot be paid till 
_ Chriſt redeem therefrom, by ſatisfying all 
the Demands of Juſtice. (3.) We are Cap- 


tives to the Law as a Covenant ; the Law 


_ condemns us, yea, every new-born Child is 
condemned to the Fire of Hell by the Law, 
till Chriſt redeem from the Cutfe of the 
Law; for he was condemned in our Room, 


and he could not plead Innocence, though 


he was in himſelf innocent, yet imputative- 
ly guilty, when the Lord laid on him the IL. 
niquity of us all; the Father had enough to 
charge him with. (4:) We are Captives to 


our own Conſciences. That Boſom-Judge 
tells us, we are Enemies to God, Traitors, 


and ſpeaks bitter Things againſt us; it is 


a Judge we cannot decline, a Witneſs we 


1 cannot caſt, an Executioner we cannot re- 
fiſt; it tells ns we are to be ſentenced with 


Devils to Hell and Damnation, till Chriſt 
redeem from that Captivity, by intimat- 


ing to this Deputy that the Judge is aton- 


; ed with the Blood ſhed at Jeruſalem, O! 


then is the Conſcience ſprinkled with the 
| Blood that ſpeaks better Things than that

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„ of Abel. Why, ſays . Is the great 
Bf Judge pleaſed? Then I have no more to 
E ſay. (F§.) We are by Nature Captives to 
: Satan; he leads us captive at his Pleaſure ; 
ve are his Servants, he is our Maſter; we 
are the Subjects, he is the King; we are 
1 the Shop where he works, till Chriſt redeem 
from this Captivity, and till the God-Man 
bind the ſtrong Man and diſpoſſeſs him. 
(6.) We are Captives to divers Luſts, one 
Luſt is hard enough to ſerve, but how hard 
is it to ſerve divers; not only Variety, but 
[cContrary Ones, like ſo many wild Horſes 
14 drawing us contrary Ways. The Galley- 
1 Slave, tugging at the Oar Night and Day, 
is at perfect Freedom when "compared to 
this; Redemption from this Slavery is a 
great Redemption. The old Man 1 is ſaid 
1 to be crucified with Chriſt, Rom. vi. 6. He 
Jil hath nailed Sin to the Croſs, and flain 
4 it legally. O, may the Believer ſay, this 
Loft of mine hath not been well nailed, it 
is yet living and lively: Well, but be- 
ing crucificd it ſhall actually die. But a- 
gain, (7.) we are by Natute Captives to 
every Creature. We were once Maſters 
Mt and Lords of the Creation, bur we are now 
Servants to them; they were once under 
us, but now they have win above us, and 
have the Command of us ; they have Pow- 1 
0 er to charm and draw us away from God; |

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every Creature hath Power to vex us ; 
Chriſt redeems from this Captivity, when

he reſtores to us our primitive Dominion 


over the Creatures, which is now to be 
had in Chriſt, who hach all Power in Hea- 
ven and in Earth. (S.) We are captive 


alſo to the Fear of Death. Many are in 


great Bondage all their Days through this 
Fear; the Proſpect of the King of Terrors 
creates a Horror in the Soul, till Chriſt re- 


deem from this, by taking away both the 


Sting of Death and the Terret of. it. Our 
1 Lord Jeſus redeems from theſe, and from 
all the Effects of Sin; he redeems from the 
Curſe of the Law, being made a Curje for us; 
he ſaid to God, when he was in flaming 
Wrath, and threatning the Sinner's Dam 

nation, Oz me be thy Curſe. He redeems 


from the Wrath of God, that omnipotent 


Wrath, that irreſiſtible Wrath, that deſtruc- 


tive Wrath, that righteous Wrath, that 
Wrath that none can ſtand before, one Drop 


whereof would deſtroy Thouſands of An- 


gels. He redeems us from Diſtance from 


God; this is the Perfection of Miſery,-to 
be far from God, from Light, from Life, 


from the Centre of Happineſs. Chriſt re- 


deems from this, by bringing us near by 
his Blood, that we may have the begun En- 
joyment of God. here, and ithe uninterrup- 
| red Enjoyment of God hereafter. 
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2. A ſecond Propoſition is, That Chriſt, 
and only he, is the Redeemer; Thou waſt 
ain, and haſt redeemed us; there is no o- 
ther Name under Heaven given among 
Men, whereby we muſt be ſaved. He on- 
ly frees us from the Power of Sin; he brings 
the quickuing Spirit, 1 Cor. xv. 25. As by 
his Spirit he will raiſe up our natural Body 
from Death ro Life, ſo he raiſes our Souls 


from the Death of Sin to the Life of Grace. 


He only frees us from the Puniſhment of 
Sin, Rom. viii. 1. There is uo Condemnation 
to them that are in Chriſt Jeſus. Who ſhall 
lay any Thing to the Charge of God's Elec; it 
7s Chriſt that died. It was too tranſcendent 
2 Thing for any mere Creature to be the 

Redeemer of the Sons of Men- The Chil> 
dren of Iſrael were afraid to truſt an Angel 
with their Conduct into Canaan, Exod. 
XxXiii. much more ſhould we have been to 
truſt an Angel, or any Creature, to make 
a Way for our Paſſage to the heavenly Ca- 
naan, Heb. vii. 26. Such an High- Prieſt be- 
came us, who is holy, harmleſs, unde filed, ſe- 
parate from Sinners, and made higher than 
the Heavens. It was requiſite that the Re- 
deemer ſhould be Oz&y9yurog, God- Man; 
he behoved to lay down his Life, which he 
eould not have done if he had not been 
Man; he took up his Life again, which he 
could not haye done if he had not been 
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God. It was fit that the Redeemer ſhould 
be the eternal Word; the Word was made 
Fleſh. Thus, 1. He was the perſonal Wiſ- 
dom of the Father; And how fit was he to 
reveal che Counſels of his Love from Erer- 
nicy ? 2. He is the middle Perſon of the 
Godhead ; And is it not fit he ſhould me- 
diate between God and Man? 3. He is the 


Son of God; and ſo fit to bring the adop- 


ted Sons to Glory. 4. He was the Word 
that made the World; and ſo the Word 
that redeems the World, and will for ever be 
acknowiedetd, by all the redeemed Num- 
ber, as the only mect Help and fit Redeem- 
er for them; Thou waſt ſlain, and haſt redeem- 
ed us, - 8 5 


3. Another Propoſition is, that this 


Redemption is for Men; Thou waſt ſlain, 
and haſt redeemed us, out of every Kindred, 
and Tongue, and People, and Nation. TO

There is a 
threetold View we are to take of this Pro- 
noun, vs. (1.) With Reference to the di- 


vine Ordination from Eternity, it reſpe&s 
the Elect only, of whom Chriſt ſays, I lay 


down my Life jor my Sheep, John x. 15. (2.) 
With Reterence to the ſaving Application 
of this Redemption already made, then the 


Perſons that are the Objects thereof are 


Believers, whoſe Faith is the Fruit of elect-

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ing and redeeming Love; for, ſays Chriſt, 


All that the Father bath given me ſhall come 


unto me, John vi. 37. And as many as were 
ordained to eternal Life ſhall believe, Acts xtit. 
48. (3.) With Reference to the general in- 
definite Diſpeuſation of the Goſpel, it re- 


ſpects Sinners of all Sorts, to whom the 
Goſpel comes, becauſe therein all are wel- 
comed to come to and believe in Chriſt as 

their Redeemer, and, in the Way of coming 


and believing in him, to ſay, Thor waſt ſlain, 
and haſt redeemed us to God by thy Blood. In 


reſpect of eternal Deſtination, the Ele& only 
are they who will jay it certainly, Thou waſ? 

ſlain, and haſt redeemed us. In reſpect of 
 efjefual Application, only Believers arc they 
who ſay it materially, Thou waſt ſlain, and 
haſt redeemed us. And, in reſpect of the ge- 
neral Di ſpenſation of the Goſpel, all Sinners, 
to whom the Goſpel comes, have Warrant 


to ſay it believingly, Thou waſt ſlain, and haſt 
redeemed us: They are thus warranted by 


the Fuſt Command, that requires us to 
know and acknowledge God to be the Lord 


our God and Redeemer, which is explain'd, 
1 John iii. 23. This is his Commandment, 


that we ſhould believe on the Name of his Son 
Jeſus Chriſt; and to believe this Goſpel, 


which is a faithful Saying, and worthy of all 
Acceptation, that Jeſus Chriſt came to ſave 


Sinaers, 1 Tim. i. 15. Here is Room for 


the 
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the Faith of all that hear this Goſpel, tie 
Queſtion not being, Ate you elect or not? 
Nay, nor, Are you Believers or not? The E- 
Je& indeed will be Partakers, and Believers 
are Partakers already, of this Redemption; 
but the Queſtion in the Goſpel - Diſpenſa- 
tion is, Are you Sinners or not, and do 
you need a Saviour and Redeemer 2 Then, 
upon the Warrant of this Word of Salva- 
tion ſent to you, that Jeſus Chriſt came to 
ſave Sinners, you are to receive theſe good 
News to yourſelf. It is not Chriſt in the De- 
cree that you are to look to, while you know 
not that you are elected; this is to look too 
far back: Nor is it Chrift in the Heart, or in 
Poſſeſſion, you are to look to, while you 
know not if you be a Believer ; this to go 
too far forward: Bur it is Chriſt in the 
Mord, becauſe you are a Sinner, and Chriſt 
a Saviour held forth to you there, ſaying, 
| Look to me and be faved. This is the Mid- 
dle between the two former, and the only 
Way to ſecure them both, and to ſay, with 
particular Application, Thou waſt ſlain, and 
| baſt redeemed us. 


4. The fourth Propoſition I would of- 
fer, relates to the Means, viz. That this 


Redemprion i is by Death and Blood; Thou 
waſt lain, and baſt redeemed us by thy Blood.
